Settlement 
in Steel May 
Be Peaceful

MIAMI 
BEACH. Fla. AP)- 


Prospects mounted today that 1963 
steel-labor negotiations, if under- 
taken at all, can be settled on 
a peaceful and moderate basis, 
without entangling the Kennedy 
administration in another furor. 


That is the impression gained 


by newsmen at an hour-long ques- 
tion and answer period with the 
man 
most 
involved, President 


David J. McDonald of the AFL- 
CIO Steel Workers Union. Mc- 
Donald never said as much, but 
lie dropped strong hints. 


The union ,on or before May 1, 


is permitted under its 
two-year 


contract with the major steel- 
producing companies to reopen 
negotiations on wage hikes and 
other matters, including pensions, 
insurance and extended vacations. 


McDonald insisted there has 


been no decision whether the re- 
opening option will be exercised. 
But it would be a major surprise, 
if the union passed up the oppor- 
tunity for at least some gain. 


McDonald said he has had no 


word from the Whit© House oi< 
anyone in the federal government. 
He said the union is taking into 
consideration the fact that steel 
company earning statements for 
1962 reflected the worst yield In 
a decade.

About this time last year, when 


the government was faced with 
the prospect of a possible midyear 
steel strike, Kennedy urged both 
sides to make an early and mod- 
crate settlement. 


Kennedy got into hot water with 


business after the steel industry 
unexpectedly 
ha 
draisdd 
its 


prices, 
only to cancel 
the in- 


creases under strong administra- 
tion pressure. 


McDonald, here for a winter 


meeting of his union's internation* 
al executive board, discussed with 
newsmen plans for the extended 
vacation proposal the union has 
negotiated with can manufactur- 
ers. 


Workers under 
the plan 
get 


three months paid vacation every 
five years, once they have com- 
pleted 15 years of service. This 
is in addition to a regular annual 
vacation. 


Periodically extended vacations 


is McDonald's test idea to help 
create jobs for workers displaced 
by machines. McDonald said he 
considers the plan feasible and 
practical for the steel industry.

time Wednesday. It then refused 
to reconsider the vote by the 
weight bill passed Wednesday, and 
shipped the bill to the Senate, 
winch approved1 a duplicate, meas- 
ure1 with only 
three dissenting1 


votes Wednesday, 


Rep. Jess Walt of Jefferson 


County gave notice of. reconsidera- 
tion on the license bill which failed 
to pass Wednesday. Walt said he 
wanted to amend the measure to 
increase revenues from the high- 
er fees by about $4 million, in- 
stead of $319,000. 


Walt said he would try to boost 


fees on all trucks except pickups. 
The bill covers only trucks weigh- 
ing more than 50,000 pounds. 


The emergency clause on the
